The mile and one-quarter route was lined with 
people i'nthe festive mood. 


Mayor Shackleford of Lethbridge Opens 
Coleman's 10th Annual Rodeo 

Saturday, July 9 was another epic day in 
the history of Coleman, that will long be re¬ 
membered by the people of the CVows Nest 
Pass, as the weather was ideal for the finest 
show ever witnessed here. Top bands, top per¬ 
formers from the ranks of North Ameri6a'S\^ 
cowboys were on hand to compete in the an¬ 
nual rodeo sponsored by the Coleman Board of 
Trade. 


It was roughly estimated that 
over ten thousand saw what has 
been considered by the oldtimers 
as the best parade ever held here. 
The float entries were outstand¬ 
ing, with entries from Lethbridge, 
Fort Macleod, Bellevue, Blairmore, 
Michel and Coleman. This year 
there was no Indian section, the 
reason for it is not known, quite 
possibly that the Indians have be¬ 
come Unionized. The children’s 
section was smaller than in pre¬ 
vious years, but it must be said 
that this section was really out¬ 
standing, while we are talking 
about this section let us give you 
some of the wonderful displays 
these kiddies had out. One was 
dressed as Davy Crockett, two 
others as oldtime prospectors 
along with cart and all the neces¬ 
sary equipment an yet another 
little fellow with a replica of a 
Red River cart pulled by two very 
small and young goats, this entry 
really captivated the hearts of the 
parade bystanders. These kiddies 
put on a show that could not be 
shadowed by their bigger brothers 
in the parade. In the larger floats 
the judges had almost an impos¬ 
sible job as so many of these 
floats were of the highest caliber 
and to pick the winners they were 
tried to the limit. As one judge 
stated we could honestljy give 
everyone a prize, these are the 
finest floats that I have ever had 
the pleasure to see. We must men¬ 
tion one outstanding float, the 
one awarded first prize was en¬ 
tered by the Modern Electric of 
Coleman, depicting Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs, this was a 
magnificent float that could hold 
its own in any parade, and I would 
venture to state that if entered in 
the Calgary Stampede parade 
would walk off with top honors. 
The list of winners and the high¬ 
lights of the float sections we will 
go into in another story, as it 
will be too lengthy at this time. 
With bright sunny weather, the 
parade was lead by the scarlet 
coated R.C.M.P. followed by the 
Coleman Pipe Band under the 
direction of Pipe-Major J. Moore. 
Parade colors were carried by two 
mounted men, Herman Linder, 
Rodeo director and Jim Wilkie, 
assistant director. Next came the 
smart color party of the Bellevue 
Canadian Legion, Ladies Auxiliary 
followed by the official cars car¬ 
rying Mayor Shackleford of Leth¬ 
bridge and Mayor Abousaffy of 
Coleman. The car following carried 
Mayor Gray of Blairmore and 
Mayor Vejprava of Frank, this 
oar was followed by members of 
the Coleman council and the Board 
of Trade president W. Holyk.

The 4th section was lead 
by the Famed Cranbrook Girls 
Drum and Bugle Band under the 
direction of Edwin Price, World 
War II veteran. Here was another 
band that had the crowd ovation, 
these highschool girls put on a 
show that even the “Pats” could 
not shadow. This band has a com¬ 
plete personal turnover every four 
years, and they have won' the 
Eaton trophy at Calgary stampede 
last year after three successive 
wins as the smartest uni); in the 
parade. They tied with Vancouver 
Fireman Band for first place at 
the Pacific National Exhibition in 
1949. In 1951 they swept the board 
at the P.N.E. over 30 bands com¬ 
peting, to receive the first award. 
Again at the Spokane Lilac Fes¬ 
tival in 1951 they brought over 
1,500 spectators to their feet with 
their display. Truly this is a very 
fine band and the people of Cran¬ 
brook can be very proud. It cer¬ 
tainly was a pleasure for us here 
in Coleman to have them in our 
parade. The last section was led 
by the Color Party of the 31st 
squadron R.C.E.M.E. of Blairmore 
under command of Lt. J. Pratt, 
and followed by the 9th Technical 
Regiment Band under the direc¬ 
tion of Band-Master. F. Bedding- 
ton. Although this band is new 
only being in operation about six 
months, and composed of men in 
the Pass towns, they are very fine 
musicians and in another year 
will give top bands considerable 
competition. Fine bands and beau¬ 
tiful floats, displays and the color 
in general will long be remembered 
by all who witnessed this parade. 
Let us not for one minute forget 
the men who were responsible for 
all this, first the Parade marshal 
E. Corson who did a magnificent 
job and the credit must go to him 
for this colorful parade. He was 
untiring in his efforts. Coleman 
people say “Thanks, we appreciate 
very much all of your efforts 
Chief”.

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Novel scrapbook at Museum 
on N.W.T. exhibition of 1895 

REGINA.—A novel newspaper scrapbook on the North 
West Territories exhibition held in Regina in 1895 will soon 
be among the displays to be seen in the Provincial Museum 
of Natural History. Dr. Lewis Thomas, provincial Archivist, 
who received the scrapbook from the estate of the late Brig¬ 
adier General F. W. E. Burnham, formerly of Arrow Lakes, 
B.C., has announced.

The exhibition, .which Dr. 
Thomas says has not been dupli¬ 
cated since, except for the World 
Grain Show, was under the man- 
' agement of Lieutenant Governor 
of ' the North West Territories, 
C. H. Mackintosh. The scrapbook 
was prepared in the governor’s 
office by his secretary. 

Caledonian sports 

The scrapbook contains news¬ 
paper clippings, advertising post¬ 
ers, an official souvenir program, 
and copies of program for such 
events as exhibits, bicycle and 
horse races, Caledonian sports, 
polo tournaments, lacrosse, bull 
train and dog driving, trapshoot¬ 
ing, broiicho breaking, football, 
and many, other competitions. 

The newspaper clippings were 
gleaned from papers throughout 
Alberta, Assiniboia, and Saskat¬ 
chewan, as well as from many 
American farm journals. The 
scrapbook also contains a plan of 
the exhibition grounds and illus¬ 
trations o fthe buildings. There 
was a two-storey main building, 
two bandstands, a 1,200 seat 
grandstand, a platform, “the 
fastest half-mile track in Can¬ 
ada,” three water wells and two 
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windmill pumps among other 
things. The present Regina exhi¬ 
bition property dates from this 
period. 

The newspapers of the time 
carried divergent views on the 
ambitious exhibition. Articles in 
the scrapbook range from the 
complimentary to the , strongly 
■itical. Calgary papers charged 
Officials with “boodling” and 
waste. 

Governor General Lord Aber¬ 
deen was present to open the ex¬ 
hibition which ran from July 29 to

prizes was given out and gold 
and silver medals and diplomas 
for exhibits of cereals, farm prod¬ 
ucts, horses and cattle, etc. 

The scrapbook indicates that 
the basic idea behind the Terri¬ 
torial Exhibition was to publicize 
the produce of the North-West and 
to encourage by competition the 
raising of better types of animals 
and grains. Over 900 head of 
stock were on exhibit.

Auto liability 
limits boosted 
in Manitoba 

Announcement of a boost in 
policy limits on automobile insur¬ 
ance, with no extra cost to the 
buyer, has been warmly received 
by the Manitoba government, ac¬ 
cording to Hon. Chas- L. Shuttle- 
worth, minister of Public Utilities. 

Under new regulations announc¬ 
ed recently by board insurance 
companies in Manitoba, Public 
liability limits are to be increased 
from $5,000 to $10,000 for one per¬ 
son killed or injured. Similarly, 
liability limits for two or more 
persons killed or injured will jump 
from $10,000 to $20,000. The 
change will go into effect July 1. 

“The increase fits in with legis¬ 
lation passed during the last ses¬ 
sion of the Manitoba government,” 
said Mr. Shuttleworth. “Under an 
amendment to the Insurance Act, 
doubled policy limits are mandat¬ 
ory as of July 1, 1956. With in¬ 
surance companies making the 
new limits available a year ahead 
of time, however, car owners will 
not be obliged to change their pol¬ 
icies mid-term.” . 

Mr. Shuttleworth said further 
that it is a source of satisfaction 
to the government that limits are 
being doubled at no extra cost to 
the car owner. 

This reduction In price, the min¬ 
ister commented, is in large part 
due to Manitoba's highway safety 
program, which has been instru¬ 
mental in reducing accidents on 
provincial roads. He added that 
Manitoba leads the other Canadian 
provinces in increasing auto lia L 
bility limits. 


being fought 

REGINA .— Army cutworms, 
first reported from southwestern 
Saskatchewan at the end of last 
week, have now infested upward 
of 20,000 acres of cropland, ac¬ 
cording to R. E. McKenzie, direc¬ 
tor of the agriculture department 
Plant Industry branch. 

‘The infestation is confined to 
the Val Marie, Climax, Eastend, 
Shaunavon area and reports are 
stilly being sent to the agricul¬ 
tural representative for the dis¬ 
trict,” said Mr. McKenzie. “The 
dieldrin poison shipped to the 
■ea by the department appears 
to be giving good results on the 
earlier infested fields, either pro¬ 
ducing immediate kills or slow- 
g up damage.” 

To date over 4,000 acres have 
been sprayed and some of the first 
fields sprayed are showing signs 
of recovery. The infestation cor¬ 
responds to that area which was 
hailed out last year. On these

and marked. Quick action follow' 
ing an “accident" might save the 
day. 

Eileen M. Crowther, Home De¬ 
signing Specialist with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, has 
the following suggestions to make 
regarding removing stains 
wood floors: 

To remove grease stains or spots 
from wood floors, add one table¬ 
spoon of ammonia to two quarts 
of hot soapy water. 

Remove iodine stains 
alcohol or with a weak solution of 
household ammonia. 

Mercurochrome stains may be 
removed with a weak vinegar solu- 

Paint stains may be removed 
with turpentine, any regular clean¬ 
ing fluid or one of the prepara¬ 
tions made for the purpose. 

Marks on linoleum made from 
composition soles or heels may 
be removed by wiping with a' cloth

$40 Million cable 
project spans ocean 

NEWINGTON, N.H.-Workmen 
today are in the first phase of a 
$40,000,000 project to link North 
America and Britain with the 
world’s first trans-ocean telephone 
cable, states an Associated Press 
story. 

When the project is completed, 
expected in the summer of 1956, 
2,000 miles of cable will stretch 
from Newfoundland to Scotland 
under the Atlantic ocean, which 
in places is 2'/ 2 miles deep. 

The cable will contain 36 conver¬ 
sation circuits, 30 from Anglo- 
American calls and the rest for 
calls between Canada and Eng¬ 
land, That almost triples the pres¬ 
ent radio-telephone capacity. 

The cable is expected to do away 
ith the poor connections, elec- 
ical disturbances and the voice 
fading experienced in the present 
radio-telephone circuits. 

The British cable-laying ship 
Monarch, with a crew of 130, is 
loading its first consignment of 
the underwater link at the Simplex 
1 and Cable Co. plant here. 
The Monarch leaves for Claren- 
ville, Nfld., where the actual cable¬ 
laying work is due to get under 
way June 22.

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Early prairie days will come 
to life in Pion-Era July 4-9 

The early prairie days will move out of the history books 
Into colorful noisy life July 4 to 9 in Saskatoon when Pion- 
Era, an exhibition sponsored by the Western Development 
Museum will t^e held. 


Museum officials have been at 
Work for months on plans that 
will see most of a unique collec¬ 
tion of practically every type of 
vehicle and njachine used by early 
fanners go into action or on .^dis¬ 
play. 

Museum Chairman J. L. Phelps 
says he expects that Pion-Era will 
turn out to be one of the big¬ 
gest and most colorful of the many 
Golden Jubilee celebrations mark¬ 
ing Saskatchewan’s 50th years as 
a province. 

Last October the Western De¬ 
velopment Museum staged its first 
old-time threshermen’s reunion, a 
trial run—a curtain raiser for the 
ambitious Jubilee panorama now 
shaping up. 

Last fall, the giant steamers 
and gas tractors stole the show. 
Then the horse-powered vehicles 
and other exhibits were ranged 
staidly in their stalls within the 
museum hangar—quiet ghosts of 
a lively past. 

Competition 

But at Pion-Era the mechanical 
monsters will have competition— 
more than 60 horses and oxen 
scheduled to take an active part. 
Once more the stylish top buggies, 
the fringe-on-top surries, stage¬ 
coaches, peddlar’s vans, covered 
wagons, and creaking Red-river 
carts will play their old roles and 


raise the prairie dust. 

Thirty-five acres south of the 
Museum hate been sown to oafs 
and brome, and already show a 
healthy growth. Ground has been 
brushed and levelled to provide 
parking space for 5,000 cars. 
Barns are being built to house 
oxen and horses. Lumber has been 
dered for bleachers. Poles for 
two enclosures—mile and half- 
mile circumference — are laid 
down. A harness shop and a black¬ 
smith's shop are taking form. 
Space iias been set aside in the 
hangar to recreate pioneer uiteri- 
•s—kitchen, parlor and bedroom. 
Among new exhibits is the most 
powerful steamer yet acquired by 
the museum — a 120-horsepower 
American - Abell three - wheeled,| 
steamer. It came from Norman 
Campbell of Pelly and formerly 
r as used in timber operations.

Spiritual view oi Work 
yields satisfaction 

Work is more than just a task, 
more than a drudgery. Saint Paul 
says, "Whether therefore ye eat, 
or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God.” 

The spirit in which one’s work 
Is performed is important. One 
may take great satisfaction in 
performing his part in the fabrica¬ 
tion of finished, marvelous 
products. 

Also, there is a great compen¬ 
sation in the fact that even mon¬ 
otonous routine has been offset by 
shorter hours of, labor, which 
leave the worker more time for 
family and the real business of 

living. 

Nevertheless, the old debate re¬ 
mains as to whether work is a 
curse or a blessing. The original 
conception of Genesis suggests 
that it is something of a curse— 
"In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread”—. But in the Old 
Testament that conception received 
another interpretation. To extract 
from the soil abundance and 
prosperity became a national and 
social ideal. A glory was attached 
to work, ahd to achievement of 
craftsmanship. 

The blessedness of work, too, 
became more emphasized and 
vindicated in all that Jesus said. 
—"My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work”—. Work was what 
Jesus called His "Father’: 
ness.” It was Christian work, and 
as such Paul commended it by pre¬ 
cept and example. 

And St. Paul had a message as 
a tent-maker as well as in the 
role of an Apostle and Christian 
leader. 


See profound 
influence on 
barley future 

fascinating study started 
recently by the department of 
Plant Science at the University.of 
Alberta might have a profound in¬ 
fluence on the future of the barley 
crop. If good qualities can be in¬ 
tensified improvement would seem 
obvious, and that these qualities 
have been intensified in wheat and 
oats over the years is a matter of 
history. 

In barley, however, progress has 
been less marked. Chromosomes as 
the carriers of heredity are a 
source of increasing wonder. In 
their manner and behavior, their 
splitting apart and coming 
together, begin the life changes 
that are constantly taking place. 
Over the centuries changes have 
occurred in wheat and oats that 
have not occurred in barley. In 
some respects barley is back where 
wheat and oats were in the primi¬ 
tive past. 

One difference is in the number 
of chromosomes, advises 

V. Johnson, professor of 
genetics and plant breeding. The 
early wheat, oats and barley each 
had seven pairs of chromosome, 
ind on these seven pairs were car¬ 
ded the factors for all the forms 
and functions of the plant. With 
our common bread wheat and 
yeast the seven pairs doubled and 
tripled in the course of time 
that in these plants twenty < 
pairs of chromosomes is now the 
usual number. 

We still have wheats and oats 
with the original seven pairs 

not difficult for the geneticists 
to compare their performance with 
that of our commonly g 
varieties. Since chromosomes are 
of heredity, more chromo¬ 
somes has meant intensification of 
certain inherent characteristics. 
Noting the improvement, 
question is now whether doubling 
the chromosomes in barley might 
produce like response. 

With modem knowledge and 
techniques this doubling has be¬ 
come possible and experimental 
barleys with increased numbers of 
chromosomes have been produced. 
The next step will be a study of 
these new forms together with as¬ 
sessment of their possibilities as 
basic material for the barely 
breeding program.

Sale artificial food colors 

Artificial colors used in food products on the Canadian market 
today are a good example of co-operation by industry and govern¬ 
ment to assure wholesome and attractive foods for the consumer. 
Only eighteen of the many thousands of colored coal tar derivatives 
have passed rigorous purity and toxicity tests and have been certi¬ 
fied as food dyes. Furthermore certified colors are only permitted 
in a limited number of foods. In most cases their use must be 
indicated. 

Four of the dyes a¥e oil 'soluble reds and yellows used in butter, 
cheese products, ice cream, gelatine desserts, margarine and smoked 
fish. The remaining fourteen are water soluble substances. These 
water soluble dyes are used in a number of candies, soft drinks, 
cordials and liqueurs. 

Food dyes are not permitted in any canned or frozen fruit or 
vegetable in this country with the exception of the few dyed cher 
present in canned fruit salad. No dye is allowed in pure jams but 
in lower grade jams containing less fruit dye is used to improve 
the color. Other fruit products containing dyes are candied and 
maraschino cherries and fruit cake mix. 

The consumer need have no worries about eating an excess of 
dye, says J. A. Kitson of the Laboratory of Chemistry, Summerland 
Experimental Station, B.C. In an extreme case he Will probably not 
consume more than one-tenth of an ounce of coal tar dyes in a year- 
less than half a pound in a normal lifetime. Test animals fed with 
several hundred times this amount of dye for several generations 
have suffered no ill effects.

This is to en¬ 
able children to obtain health and 
dental services while they are not 
in classes during the summer 
holiday. Mr. Sturdy urges parents 
to encourage their childreh to take 
advantage of educational opport¬ 
unities for more adequate prep¬ 
aration for life. 

Mr. Sturdy also stated that in 
cases of desertion, a court order
